Qualifications.  Perhaps  voters  should 
think  more  about  them.  They  didn’t  in  2000, 
and  almost  elected  George  Bush.  The  conse¬ 
quences  have  not  been  happy  ones. 

I  live  in  House  District  14;  the  current  rep¬ 
resentative  for  my  district  is  Pat  Farr.  But  Pat 
is  leaving,  and  reminding  us  of  his  short 
House  tenure  by  running  his  wife,  Debi,  in  his 
place. 

She  has  never  held  an  elective  office.  She 
did  work  for  her  husband  for  two  years  as  a 
staff  person.  But  that  qualifies  as  nepotism, 
which  has  little  or  no  relevance  as  a  qualifi¬ 
cation. 

Other  than  chief  of  staff  for  her  husband,  I 
find  Debi  Farr’s  qualifications  (debifarr.com) 
to  be  more  relevant  for  a  Toys  ‘R  Us  position 
than  one  that  will  undoubtedly  deal  with  seri¬ 
ous  budgetary  matters  and  other  contentious 
legislation  in  the  next  few  years. 

Debi  says  she  attended  UO,  but  does  not 
mention  graduating.  She  also  states  that  she 
has  fund-raised  for  “playground  equipment” 
and  was  “co-chair  of  the  all-night  graduation 
party  for  Willamette  High  School,”  worked 
with  the  Girl  Scouts  and  the  Oregon  Junior 
Miss  Pageant,  and  sang  with  a  music  team  at 
the  Eugene  Mission  and  in  nursing  care  facil¬ 
ities. 

Farr’s  opponent  is  Bev  Ficek.  From  her 
website  (electbev.com)  I  see  she  has  run  for 
elective  office  at  least  twice,  and  won  —  once 
for  a  seat  on  the  City  Council,  and  once  for 
mayor.  She  was  also  on  the  city  Budget 
Committee.  She  was  also  a  board  member 
with  Habitat  for  Humanity,  Lane  ESD,  the 
Lane  Council  of  Governments,  president  of 
the  PTA  and  the  Sacred  Heart  Foundation 


Board.  She  holds  a  BS  degree  from  UO  in 
geography. 

I  am  concerned  about  Oregon’s  funding  of 
public  schools.  In  that  respect,  I  find  no  men¬ 
tion  of  school  funding  by  Debi  Farr,  but  I  do 
find  endorsements  for  Ficek’s  candidacy  by 
both  the  Oregon  and  Eugene  Education 
Associations.  And  she  has  other  notable 
endorsements. 

I  hope  voters  can  navigate  to  these  two 
candidates’  websites  and  examine  qualifica¬ 
tions  while  dismissing  presumptions.  We 
need  all  we  can  of  the  former,  and  no  more  of 
the  latter.

Measure  20-88  'vision'  is  far  from  20-20 

Not  so  fast.  There  are  still  some  serious  questions  to  be  answered 

about  the  downtown  "Civic  Center  Vision"  and  the  proposed  new  police 
station  on  8th  Avenue  across  from  City  Hall.  Questions  such  as,  "Whose 
vision  is  this?"  And  is  this  a  popular,  widely  shared  vision,  or  is  it  something  that's 
been  cooked  up  by  our  outgoing  mayor  and  city  staff  and  pressed  too  quickly 
through  a  lame  duck  City  Council? 

And  why  didn't  this  proposal  ever  pass  through  our  Planning  Commission 
where  it  could  get  some  needed  public  air  and  where  it  could  build  the  wider  pub¬ 
lic  understanding  and  support  a  project  of  this  scope  demands?  Come  to  think  of 
it,  the  proposed  Triad  hospital  project  on  the  EWEB  site  never  passed  through  the 
Planning  Commission  either.  These  two  projects  and  the  development  of  8th 
Avenue  as  a  "Great  Street"  connecting  the  Park  Blocks  to  the  new  courthouse  and 
the  river  are  projects  that  will  have  a  long-term  impact  on  our  downtown  and  our 
riverfront.  They  need  to  be  brought  to  our  attention,  not  quietly  managed  and 
slipped  behind  our  backs.  They  deserve  to  be  done  well,  even  if  it  takes  more  time 
and  care.  They  need  to  build  community  in  more  ways  than  one. 

Now  we're  being  told  that  the  police  station  will  be  built  on  8th  Avenue  whether 
we  pass  Measure  20-88  or  not.  So  what  would  a  no  vote  on  Measure  20-88  really 
signify  -  that  we  think  the  police  should  put  their  house  in  order  before  we  build  a 
new  house  for  the  police?  That  we  think  the  matter  of  the  city-owned  site  and  its 
relationship  to  the  fate  of  City  Hall  is  too  far  from  settled?  (What  if  we  decide,  for 
example,  to  move  City  Hall  to  the  EWEB  headquarters  building  when  it  becomes 
clear  that  the  required  Triad  subsidy  is  just  too  large  to  swallow  or  to  hide?) 

Would  it  mean  that  we  don't  approve  of  the  merging  of  police  and  social  servic¬ 
es  that  the  bond  issue  would  provide?  Or  if  that's  such  an  important  idea,  that  it 
shouldn't  be  tacked  on  to  the  building  project  as  a  sweetener  and  ought  to  be 


made  integral  from  the  start? 

Would  it  mean  that  we  wonder  if  the  $29  million 
might  be  better  spent  to  jump  start  Chief  Lehner's 
plan  for  community  policing  and  pay  for  some  of  the 
startup  costs  in  the  neighborhoods  that  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  it  work?  Would  it  mean  that  we  are  excit¬ 
ed  about  the  possibility  of  remodeling  of  the  Park  Blocks 
but  don't  think  the  necessary  public  planning  has  been  done 
or  that  a  satisfactory  agreement  for  city-county  cost  sharing 
has  been  reached? 

Would  it  mean  that  we  approve  of  the  "Great  Street"  preparation  of  8th 
Avenue  and  look  forward  to  its  conversion  to  two-way  traffic,  the  wider  public 
sidewalks,  lights  and  trees  that  will  set  the  public  framework  for  the  kind  of  mixed 
use  development  that  we  know  is  required  to  bring  a  city  street  to  life  and  make  it 
safe,  but  just  don't  think  it's  a  good  home  for  the  police? 

Does  anyone  realize  or  remember  (or  care)  that  at  least  five  of  the  10  teams 
of  planners,  architects,  landscape  architects  and  city  officials  who  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  mayor's  all  day  Civic  Center  Vision  design  charette  recom¬ 
mended  against  siting  the  police  building  and  its  connected  one-full-block  of  park¬ 
ing  garage  on  the  city-owned  site?  Team  after  team  asserted  that  it  would  put  a 
"big  dead  thunk"  of  no  street  life  after  5  pm  for  two  full  blocks  on  8th  Avenue  - 
just  what  a  "Great  Street"  doesn't  want  or  need  -  and  proposed  a  location  that 
had  better  access  and  was  more  suitable  for  the  mass  car  storage  that  most  peo¬ 
ple  don't  realize  is  part  and  parcel  of  a  modern  police  station. 

With  so  many  of  the  town's  planners  and  designers  raising  the  alarm,  wouldn't 
it  be  wise  to  take  another  look  before  plunging  stubbornly  ahead?  Measure  20-88 
is  and  open  and  far  from  shut  case.

your  endorsements  (10/14),  but  to  treat 
Pacific  Green  Party  U.S.  Senate  candidate 
Teresa  Keane  so  dismissively  is  inexcusable. 

Even  David  Cobb  and  vice  presidential 
candidate  Patricia  LaMarche,  acknowledging 
Bush  as  the  greater  evil,  are  campaigning 
strategically  to  ensure  his  removal.

Mexico  open  for  logging.

byist  for  the  timber  industry?  Or  the  fact  that 
he  worked  for  timber  companies  such  as 
National  Forests  Products  Association, 
American  Forest  Resources  Alliance  and 
American  Forest  and  Paper  Association?  Oh, 
or  how  big  timber  companies  contributed 
over  $1.2  million  to  candidates  in  the  2000 
election,  and  continue  to  filter  money  into  the 
White  House? 

This  is  not  an  issue  of 
our  forests’  safety;  it  is  the  safety  of  your  chil¬ 
dren’s  planet.

Please,  don’t  let  the  Bush  adminis¬ 
tration  min  our  last  chance  to  protect  this 
land.

Morality  and  same-sex  marriage 

Opponents  of  same-sex  marriage  often  fail  to  mention  what  lies  at  the 

center  of  their  views  about  marriage  policy.  No  one,  except  perhaps  the 
Vatican,  wants  to  speak  the  word  "morality."  It  is  the  elephant  in  the  room  that 
no  one  will  mention. 

Morality  debates  are  not  new.  We  have  discussed  morality  with  respect  to  many 
issues,  including  abortion,  prostitution,  pornography,  and  unmarried  couples'  access  to 
contraception.  These  conversations,  however,  are  always  uncomfortable  because  we  feel 
unable  to  convince  the  other  side  and  because  our  efforts  to  do  so  may  be  viewed  as 
efforts  to  "impose  our  moral  views”  on  others  -  something  that  is  now  impolite  at  best. 

One  thread  runs  through  all  of  these  morality  debates  regardless  of  the  topic:  Should 
the  majority's  morality  be  able  to  trump  the  rights  of  individuals  who  disagree?  The  dis¬ 
cussion  is  often  clouded  by  claims  of  institutional  illegitimacy,  with  people  freely  invok¬ 
ing  words  like  "activist”  judges  or  "federalism.”  These  are  interesting  side  issues,  but 
they  miss  the  real  question. 

The  debate  seems  fresh  each  time  we  engage  in  it  because  there  is  no  universal 
answer  to  the  question.  Yet  the  debate  is  always  framed  by  two  competing  values.  On 
the  one  hand,  we  use  the  law  to  draw  some  lines  that  give  us  a  feeling  of  “community.” 
For  example,  we  would  be  a  different  community  if  we  were  ever  to  start  considering 
seriously  the  legality  or  morality  of  consensual  cannibalism.  Democratic  law-making 
allows  us  to  reflect  who  we  are  in  some  collective  sense.  On  the  other  hand,  we  also 
value  the  ability  of  everyone  to  define  "the  good  life”  for  himself  or  herself.  I  may  not 
want  to  drink  alcohol  as  part  of  my  daily  routine,  but  I  understand  that  it  is  unwise  to 
impose  my  beliefs  and  desires  on  you  through  the  law.  The  notion  of  liberty  is  a  doctrine 
deeply  embedded  in  our  collective  conscience. 

Part  of  the  way  we  navigate  issues  that  straddle  these  two  values  -  the  value  of 
democracy  and  the  value  of  freedom  -  is  to  see  if  the  claims  of  morality  are  genuine  or 
whether  they  are  based  solely  on  animus  toward  someone  who  is  different.  We  give  no 
weight  to  the  latter.  As  the  Supreme  Court  said  when  it  struck  down  the  Colorado  con¬ 
stitutional  amendment  that  would  have  made  it  impossible  to  legislate  against  sexual- 
orientation  discrimination:  "[l]f  the  constitutional  conception  of  'equal  protection  of  the 
laws'  means  anything,  it  must  at  the  very  least  mean  that  a  bare  ...  desire  to  harm  a 
politically  unpopular  group  cannot  constitute  a  legitimate  governmental  interest.” 


In  addition,  we  require  those  with  morality  claims  to  show  the 
rest  of  us  the  tangible  harm  from  permitting  a  particular  practice. 
Suzanne  Goldberg,  an  associate  professor  of  law  at  Rutgers,  found 
that  "the  post-World  War  II  [Supreme]  Court  has  never  relied  exclu¬ 
sively  on  morality  to  sustain  government  action  with  the  exception  of 
the  now  discredited  Bowers  v.  Hardwick  [the  case  that  upheld  the 
Georgia  statute  that  criminalized  same-sex  sodomy].”  While  the  Supreme 
Court  might  occasionally  approve  of  morality  as  the  basis  for  a  law,  the  court 
only  allows  us  to  define  our  community  based  upon  that  morality  when  there  is  also  a 
more  concrete  justification  for  the  legislation.  This  requirement  of  tangible  harm  pre¬ 
vents  religious-based  claims  of  morality  -  where  the  claims  are  quite  numerous  and 
often  strongly  held  -  from  being  imposed  on  others  for  no  reason  other  than  religious 
doctrine  so  says. 

In  the  context  of  the  same-sex  marriage  debate,  some  claims  of  morality  may  be 
more  properly  described  as  "animus.”  Others'  claims  of  morality  may  be  suspect  for  dif¬ 
ferent  reasons.  Philospher  Ronald  Dworkin  has  suggested  that  moral  argument  must 
have  certain  characteristics  and  lack  others.  Moral  argument  is  not  based  on  false  facts, 
or  parroting  one's  neighbor,  or  an  irrational  phobia,  or  mere  prejudice. 

That  leaves  one  final  question:  Are  children  of  gay  and  lesbian  parents  harmed  by 
living  in  a  same-sex  household?  Opponents  of  same-sex  marriage  invoke  this 
"fact”  frequently  to  justify  their  position.  The  validity  of  fact  is  questionable 
when  one  considers  the  diversity  of  American  families  and  what  qualities  produce  well- 
adjusted  healthy  children.  It  is  not  the  gender  of  the  adults  in  the  household,  nor  their 
practices  behind  closed  doors,  that  matters,  but  rather  whether  they  are  loving  care¬ 
givers  who  will  support  and  nurture  the  children  and  continue  to  do  so  over  time. 

Numerous  studies  show  no  harm  to  children  from  living  in  same-sex  households.  The 
American  Academy  of  Pediatrics'  Committee  on  Psychosocial  Aspects  of  Child  and 
Family  Health  reviewed  the  literature  and  found  no  meaningful  differences  between  chil¬ 
dren  raised  by  gay  parents  and  those  raised  by  heterosexual  parents. 

In  the  end,  we  as  a  society  should  recognize  that  the  time  has  come,  or  will  be  com¬ 
ing  soon,  when  we  can  and  should  give  same-sex  couples  who  want  to  marry  the  ability 
to  do  so.  In  our  efforts  to  mediate  the  tension  between  democratic  choice  and  individual 
freedom,  we  should  ourselves  recognize  that  an  individual's  ability  to  live  his  or  her  own 
vision  of  the  good  life  should  win  out  with  respect  to  this  issue.  We  need  not  be  afraid  of 
the  courts  reaching  this  conclusion  because,  in  fact,  it  is  the  right  one.

Labor  leader  Dolores  Huerta,  who  fought 
for  farmworkers’  rights  alongside  Cesar 
Chavez,  said,  “Bush  says  he’s  the  war  presi¬ 
dent?  He  is.  He  is,  because  he’s  got  a  war 
against  the  environment,”  she  said.  “He’s 
got  a  war  against  civil  liberties,  a  war  against 
civil  rights,  a  war  against  immigrants  ...  a 
war  against  labor  unions  . . .  and,  of  course, 
he  has  a  war  against  women.” 

California  Congresswoman  Jane  Harman 
addressed  what  she  views  as  Bush’s  faith- 
based  government.  “It  seems  to  me  that 
strategies  that  a  civil  government  follow 
have  to  be  rooted  in  fact,  and  they  have  to  be 
rooted  in  science,  and  they  have  to  be  rooted 
in  a  careful,  careful  study  of  very  complex 
problems.  Not  rooted  in  some  religious  view 
of  good  and  evil,”  she  said. 

California  Sen.  Dianne  Feinstein  lam¬ 
basted  Bush’s  international  relations.  “There 
has  never  been  a  time  in  my  lifetime  when 
America  has  been  more  alienated  or  more 
hated  abroad  than  we  are  today,  and  virtual¬ 
ly  every  single  poll  in  virtually  every  single 
nation  will  show  that,”  she  said.  “That’s 
brought  about,  I  think,  by  the  persona  of  the 
individual  at  the  head  of  government.” 

Feinstein  concluded  with  a  call  to  vote 
for  John  Kerry.  “This  election,  I  truly 
believe,  is  the  biggest  election  in  your  life¬ 
time,”  she  said.  “I  don’t  think  this  election 
can  be  won  without  a  solid  vote  from  the 
Pacific  Northwest  states.”

The 
County  Charter  is  just  the  opposite.  Since  I 
had  no  opponent  on  filing  deadline,  my 
name  was  taken  off  the  May  ballot  and

LAWN  SIGNS 
IRK  PARTISANS

Every  election  season  signs  start  popping  up 
like  weeds  all  over  town,  occupying  previously 
barren  yards.  Landscaping  of  private  homes  and 
businesses  becomes  a  means  of  political  expres¬ 
sion,  and  signs  can  be  a  source  of  contention 
between  those  with  differing  viewpoints. 
Sandpiper  Imports,  a  local  auto  repair  shop,  is 
no  exception. 

Throughout  the  20  years  John  Ebeling  and 
Geri  Baxter  have  owned  Sandpiper,  they’ve 
placed  signs  on  the  comer  of  their  property  at 
13th  and  Lincoln.  The  signs  lining  the  street  this 
year  support  Democratic  candidates,  mayoral 
candidate  Kitty  Piercy,  and  “No  on  36.” 

Ebeling  and  Baxter  say  their  signs  have 
never  openly  offended  any  customers  —  until 
now.  Baxter  saids  she  received  an  anonymous 
note  criticizing  the  business  for  placing  signs. 
“You  people  have  thrown  your  far  left  wing  rad¬ 
ical  socialist  immoral  agenda  right  out  there  for 
normal  people  to  see!”  read  the  note.  The  writer 
of  the  note  went  on  to  say  he  or  she  had  two 
friends  and  a  sister  who  were  no  longer  cus- 


misspelling  of  “inbreeding”  in  the  letter,  and 
the  other  error  was  in  the  last  line,  which 
should  have  read,  “Look  within  yourself.”

tomers  because  of  the  signs. 

“To  do  business  with  you  is  to  do  business 
with  the  enemies  of  this  country,”  it  said. 

When  Baxter  received  the  note,  she  was 
returning  “jazzed”  from  the  Michael  Moore  visit 
and  was  surprised.  “I  was  shocked  that  people 
could  be  so  hateful,”  she  said. 

Ebeling  agreed,  adding  that  although  they 
display  political  signs,  “We  generally  don’t  dis¬ 
cuss  political  views  with  customers.” 

Baxter  said  the  letter  was  not  specifically 
directed  towards  Sandpiper.  “It  was  generic;  it 
didn’t  mention  our  name,”  she  said,  adding  that 
she  thought  the  letter  may  have  also  been  sent  to 
other  businesses. 

Another  conflict  over  lawn  signs  comes 
from  a  clause  in  the  city  code  that  reads  “signs 
must  be  located  on  private  property  with  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  owner,” 

This  clause  has  raised  questions  of  whether 
or  not  renters  must  seek  the  landlord’s  permis¬ 
sion  before  placing  a  political  sign  in  their  lawn. 

Bob  Cassidy,  a  landlord,  is  working  on 
efforts  to  grant  renters’  rights  to  place  signs. 
Cassidy  goes  door  to  door,  putting  up  lawn  signs 
in  the  university  area  and  has  dealt  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  renters. 


have  read,  “Exceptions  are  Canal, 
Kronstadt ,  where  the  focus  point  is  off-cen¬ 
ter  and  a  dynamic  sense  of  direction  and 
depth  is  conveyed  by  converging  diago¬ 
nals;  and  the  Kazan  Church  colonnade, 
where  the  eye  is  draw  in  by  diagonals  and 
curves.” 


“People  were  never  sure  whether  their 
landlord  would  permit  it,”  he  said. 

Cassidy  said  renters  should  look  in  their 
rental  agreement  to  find  out  whether  they 
need  permission.  “If  they  are  required  to 
take  care  of  the  lawn,  that  answers  the  ques¬ 
tion,”  he  said,  adding  that  taking  care  of  the 
lawn  means  the  renter  can  put  signs  up 
freely. 

Cassidy  said  he  remembers  a  situation  in 
which  he  would  place  signs  for  a  renter  and 
they  would  disappear.  Cassidy  suspects  the 
landlord  took  down  the  signs. 

Eugene  City  Councilor  David  Kelly  said 
the  clause  is  not  likely  to  change  anytime 
soon.  He  said  the  reason  the  statement  about 
owner’s  permission  is  in  the  city  code  is 
because  people  believe  it’s  OK  for  them  to 
put  up  an  election  sign  in  an  empty  lot,  even 
if  they  have  no  idea  who  owns  the  property. 
But  Kelly  said  he  disagrees  with  this  regu¬ 
lation. 

“I  don’t  think  a  person’s  right  to  express 
their  feelings  about  elections  should  be 
influenced  by  whether  they  are  a  renter  or 
an  owner,”  he  said. 

Kelly  said  theft  of  lawn  signs  is  another 
concern. 

According  to  Kerry  Delf,  spokesperson 
for  the  Eugene  Police  Department,  22  cases 
of  sign  theft  have  been  reported  since  Sept. 
1 .  Delf  said  four  signs  stolen  supported  John 
Kerry  and  nine  supported  Republican  polit¬ 
ical  candidates,  including  a  “No  on  36”  sign 
with  a  swastika  painted  on  it. 

She  said  if  caught,  the  perpetrators  will 
be  arrested.  Stealing  signs  “is  a  bad  way  to 
express  yourself  politically,”  she  said. 

During  the  primaries  City  Councilor 
Betty  Taylor  said  all  200  of  her  signs  were 
stolen,  and  police  were  unable  to  track 
down  the  thieves.  “We  heard  mmors  that  a 
business  person  had  their  dock  workers 
steal  the  signs,”  she  said. 

“This  was  more  than  just  minor  theft,” 
she  said.  “Someone  was  trying  to  interfere 
with  the  election.”

Come  as  You  Art 

DIVA'S  new  executive  director  organizes  costume  ball. 


On  Aug.  1 ,  Mary  Unruh  became  the 
first  executive  director  of  the 
Downtown  Initiative  for  the 
Visual  Arts  after  serving  on  DIVA’s  execu¬ 
tive  board  and  steering  committee.  She  has 
volunteered  at  least  30  hours  a  week  at 
DIVA  since  November  2003. 

Unruh,  who  has  a  degree  in  public 
administration,  first  moved  to  Eugene  in 
1979.  A  former  stockbroker,  she  also  has 
extensive  experience  in  management,  both 
public  and  private.  She  has  a  long  record  of 
public  service  as  a  volunteer,  having  served 
on  the  LCC  Board  of  Trustees  for  seven 
years  and  having  coordinated,  as  a  VISTA 
volunteer,  “The  Village  Project,”  a  plan  for 
developing  community-based  responses  to 
the  needs  of  children  and  families.  The 
project  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Bethel 
Village  Family  Center.  She  developed 
the  Child/Family  Interactive 
Network,  a  local  Internet- 
based  guide  to  children  and 
family  services,  before 
founding  her  own 
Internet  publishing 
firm,  New  Paradigm, 

Inc.,  which  she  ran 
until  1998. 

Unruh  started 
volunteering  for 
DIVA  after  reading 
about  the  gallery’s 
opening  in  EW.  “I 
thought  it  was  a  great 
idea  to  revitalize 
downtown  with  a  theme 
around  the  arts,”  she 
explained.  She  had  always 
been  interested  in  the  arts,  and 
she  had  begun  doing  painting  and 
ceramics. 

“The  DIVA  idea  rekindled  the  part  of 
me  that  wanted  to  be  involved  in  social 
change,”  Unruh  said.  “The  timing  was  per¬ 
fect.  DIVA  found  a  facility  before  the 
organization  to  run  it  was  in  place:  the 
accounting,  database,  website  ...  One  of 
the  first  things  I  volunteered  to  do  was  the 
website.” 

To  that  effect,  Unruh  contacted  Kin 
Lane,  a  Eugene  programmer,  with  a  list  of 
what  the  website  should  accomplish.  Lane 
and  his  wife  Ishbel  are  the  founders  of 
Original  Web  Solutions  (OWS),  which  spe¬ 
cializes  in  creating  customized  websites 
and  web-based  applications  for  small  busi¬ 
nesses  and  non-profit  organizations. 

Unruh  convinced  the  Lanes  that  the 
DIVA  site  could  become  a  prototype  for  all 
arts  organizations’  websites. 

“They  did  the  website  for  us  as  a  dona¬ 
tion,”  said  Unruh.  “Kin  liked  the  idea  of 
supporting  the  arts.  Our  hope  is  that  people 
will  see  what  the  program  can  do  and  other 
arts  organizations  will  give  OWS  their 
business.” 

DIVA’s  website  is  up  and  running 
(www.divanow.org).  Designed  as  a  com¬ 
munity  artists’  portal,  it  provides  visitors 
with  full  details  about  DIVA’s  numerous 
exhibits,  events  and  classes.  One  can  even 
register  for  classes  online. 

Best  of  all,  each  artist  member  is  given 
a  unique  login  to  place  an  electronic  port¬ 


folio  on  the  website  (Artist  e-Studios). 
Artists  themselves  manage  their  sites, 
which  include  room  for  profiles,  products 
and  orders. 

As  executive  director,  Unruh  has  duties 
other  than  webmaster.  Besides  the  nuts  and 
bolts  of  managing  the  facility,  she  is  in 
charge  of  communications,  recruiting  new 
members,  fund-raising  and  public  relations. 
“I’m  the  public  face  for  the  organization,” 
she  said.  “We  want  DIVA  to  be  a  catalyst 
for  revitalizing  downtown.  We  want  to 
work  with  downtown  businesses  to  create 
that  mindset  that  downtown  is  this  fabulous 
place  with  great  food,  gift  stores,  atmos¬ 
phere  and  an  attitude  of  successful  enter¬ 
prise  —  an  attitude  of  initiative.” 

Unruh  praises  the  DIVA  board  for  its 
clear  goals.  “I  just  help  make  it  happen,” 
she  said.  To  that  effect,  she  has  been  busy 
organizing  Come  As  You  Art ,  a 
Halloween  costume-party  and 
celebration  of  DIVA’s  first 
year  (Saturday,  Oct.  30, 
from  8  pm  to  midnight). 
“What’s  unique  about 
it,”  said  Unruh,  “is 
that  it  involves  not 
just  DIVA  but  five 
different  venues  of 
entertainment  with¬ 
in  our  neighbor¬ 
hood  where  people 
can  go  listen  to 
music,  dance,  enjoy 
art  and  eat  great 
food.” 

One  ticket  covers 
salsa  dancing  with 
Caliente  at  Luna,  Celtic 
Rock  with  Fianacats  at  Cafe 
Paradiso,  tango  lesson  and  dancing 
at  the  Tango  Center,  Rogue’s  Dead  Man’s 
Ale  tasting  and  Jeff  Ibach’s  acoustic  guitar 
at  The  Broadway. 

Besides  desserts,  wine,  beer  and  jazz 
music  with  Cindy  Duerfeldt  and  the  Jim 
Olson  Trio,  DIVA  will  offer  a  unique  exhib¬ 
it  of  surreal  and  macabre  art  on  view  Oct. 
25-30.  “That’s  high-class  Halloween  art,” 
Unruh  said,  “with  Steve  Oshatz’  kinetic 
sculptures,  Tenold  Peterson’s  surreal  sculp¬ 
tures  and  paintings,  and  a  lot  of  other 
artists’  works  on  the  Halloween  theme.” 
Cat’s  Meow  will  project  a  multimedia  pres¬ 
entation  on  the  wall  as  jazz  is  being  played. 
There  will  also  be  a  juried  indoor  ArtFest  at 
150  W.  Broadway,  co-sponsored  by  Lane 
Arts  Council. 

Costume  resources  include  Actor’s 
Cabaret,  Backstage,  Nobody’s  Baby/Time 
Warp  Costume  Rentals  and  tool-leather 
masks  by  Newman  available  at  DIVA. 

Randy  Stender,  chairman  of  the  DIVA 
board,  said,  “Mary  has  an  incredible 
amount  of  energy.  She’s  doing  a  great  job 
of  advancing  the  mission  and  goals  of 
DIVA.  She  almost  single-handedly  gets 
credit  for  the  masked-ball  endeavor  and  I 
think  that’s  going  to  be  a  great  success.

Why  the  health  care  debate  should  consider  the  environment  by  keraabraham 


The  needs  for  clean  air, 
water  and  soil  are  nonpar¬ 
tisan.  But  the  two  leading 
candidates  for  U.S.  presi¬ 
dent  have  starkly  different 
track  records  when  it  comes  to  their  support  of 
legislation  that  affects  our  natural  resources. 
The  League  of  Conservation  Voters  (LCV) 
gave  John  Kerry  an  ‘A’  grade  for  his  lifetime 
environmental  voting  record,  while  George 
W.  Bush  earned  the  first-ever  failing  grade  on 
an  LCV  presidential  report  card. 

“The  Bush  administration  has  gone  back¬ 
wards  on  the  bipartisan  environmental 
progress  that  has  gone  on  in  the  past  30 
years,”  says  LCV  spokesman  Mark 
Sokolove. 

Despite  these  differences,  the  environ¬ 
ment  has  taken  a  back  seat  in  the  presidential 
race,  possibly  because  Americans  don’t  view 
it  as  something  that  effects  their  daily  lives. 
“When  people  think  of  the  environment  as 
an  electoral  issue,  they  think  of  birds  and 
bunnies  and  mountains,”  says  Aimee 
Christiensen,  executive  director  of 
Environment  2004,  a  PAC  opposing  George 
W.  Bush  on  the  grounds  of  his  environmen¬ 
tal  policies. 

Rather  than  being  of  peripheral  concern, 
says  Christiensen,  the  quality  of  our  environ¬ 
ment  is  intrinsically  connected  to  something 
everyone  cares  about.  “When  Bush  under¬ 
mines  environmental  protections,”  she  says, 
“he  is  actually  undermining  public  health.” 

Lies  on  Clear  Skies 

During  the  second  presidential  debate  on 
Oct.  8,  Bush  said,  “The  quality  of  the  air’s 
cleaner  since  I’ve  been  the  president.”  But 
the  EPA  reports  that  American  cities  exceed¬ 
ed  clean  air  standards  33  percent  more  often, 
and  almost  20  million  more  Americans 
breathed  smoggy  air,  in  2002  than  in  2000. 

Bush  claims  that  his  Clear  Skies  Initiative 
cuts  emissions  of  sulfur  dioxide,  nitrogen 
oxides  and  mercury  —  all  of  which  are 
known  human  health  hazards  —  by  70  per¬ 
cent.  But  the  LCV  claims  that  the  opposite  is 
true;  the  initiative  actually  allows  industries 
to  emit  more  sulfur  dioxide,  smog-forming 
nitrogen  oxides  and  mercury  than  current 
law.  The  Clear  Skies  Initiative  also  reclassi¬ 
fies  carbon  dioxide  and  other  greenhouse 
gases  as  nonpollutants,  a  move  that  prompt¬ 
ed  Oregon  and  Washington  to  sue  the  Bush 
administration. 

“If  you  just  left  the  Clean  Air  Act  all  alone 
the  way  it  is  today,  no  change,  the  air  would 
be  cleaner  than  it  is  if  you  pass  the  Clear 
Skies  Act,”  said  John  Kerry  in  response  to 
Bush’s  claims  during  the  second  presidential 
debate.  “We’re  going  backwards.” 

In  Nov.  2002,  the  Bush  administration 
weakened  a  Clean  Air  Act  provision  that 
requires  old  power  plants  to  upgrade  their 
pollution  control  technology  when  they 
expand  or  renovate  their  operations.  The 
decision  may  affect  the  lungs  of  more  than 
12,600  children  in  Oregon  who  live  within 
30  miles  of  a  coal  power  plant,  according  to 
LCV  estimates. 


“Bush’s  policies  regarding  clean  air  in 
general  have  been  abominable.  They  actual¬ 
ly  allow  more  pollution  in  the  air  and  don’t 
clean  up  the  skies,”  says  Sokolove.  “Air  pol¬ 
lution  is  a  leading  contributor  to  asthma  and 
other  respiratory  problems,  particularly  in 
children.  It  drives  up  health  care  costs.” 

Sokolove  says  that  one  of  Bush’s  most 
dangerous  air-pollution  policies  regards  mer¬ 
cury,  a  highly  poisonous  neurotoxin  linked 
with  autism,  Alzheimer’s  disease  and  birth 
defects.  The  third-biggest  source  of  mercury 
exposure  for  Americans,  after  dental  fillings 
and  vaccines,  is  seafood  contaminated  by 
emissions  from  coal-buming  power  plants. 


In  a  recent  EPA  study  of 260  lakes  across  the 
nation,  100  percent  of  fish  sampled  were 
contaminated  with  mercury.  One  in  six 
American  women  of  childbearing  age  now 
harbors  enough  mercury  in  her  body  to  put 
her  children  at  risk  of  developmental  prob¬ 
lems. 

When  Bush  assumed  the  presidency  in 
2000,  the  Clinton  administration  was  poised 
to  define  mercury  as  a  hazardous  pollutant 
under  the  Clean  Air  Act.  This  would  have 
required  coal-fired  utilities  to  reduce  mercu¬ 


ry  emissions  by  90  percent  by  2008  —  a 
simple  task  that  can  be  accomplished  by 
installing  available  pollution  control  technol¬ 
ogy.  But  instead  of  enforcing  the  new  mer¬ 
cury  restrictions,  the  Bush  administration 
modified  the  Clean  Air  Act  to  allow  three 
times  more  mercury  to  be  released  into  the 
air  for  at  least  10  years  longer. 

“Mercury  is  a  poison.  We  think  it’s  an 
outrage  that  this  issue  has  not  taken  more  pri¬ 
ority  in  the  presidential  election,”  says 
Christiensen.  “When  Bush  does  not  seek 
reductions  of  the  greatest  hazardous  sub¬ 
stances,  he  does  so  at  the  expense  of  nation¬ 
al  security.” 


Gutting  Clean  Water  Laws 

The  30-year-old  Clean  Water  Act  author¬ 
izes  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  to  regulate  industrial  discharge  into 
American  waterways.  But  even  though  the 
act  led  to  more  stringent  controls  on  water 
pollution,  by  2000  about  45  percent  of 
America’s  waterways  were  too  polluted  for 
drinking,  fishing  or  swimming,  according  to 
an  EPA  report.  Almost  one-fourth  of  all  lakes 
and  river  miles  in  Oregon  have  impaired 
water  quality. 


Instead  of  strengthening  the  Clean  Water 
Act  to  improve  the  safety  of  our  water,  the 
Bush  administration  did  the  opposite.  In 
January  2003,  Bush’s  EPA  appointees  pro¬ 
posed  changes  to  the  Clean  Water  Act  that 
would  make  it  only  applicable  to  “naviga¬ 
ble”  waters,  removing  protections  for  up  to 
60  percent  of  America’s  streams  and  20  mil¬ 
lion  acres  of  wetlands.  Public  and 
Congressional  outcry  led  the  administration 
to  drop  the  proposal,  but  the  EPA  still  fol¬ 
lows  instructions  to  seek  permission  from 
D.C.  before  enforcing  water  protections  for 
seasonal  streams  and  wetlands. 

The  Bush  administration  has  not  been 
shy  about  other  policies  that  pollute  the 
nation’s  fresh  water  supply.  On  Bush’s  first 
day  in  office,  his  administration  weakened 
regulations  against  sewage  overflows  from 
factory  farms,  one  of  the  biggest  health 
threats  to  municipal  water  supplies.  In  2001, 
Vice-President  Dick  Cheney’s  secret  energy 
task  force  drafted  a  provision  that  allows 
gasoline  producers  off  the  hook  for  cleaning 
up  the  gasoline  additive  MTBE,  a  chemical 
that  makes  groundwater  undrinkable  even  at 
trace  levels.  And  when  the  EPA  tried  to 
impose  a  new  standard  on  drinking  water  to 
decrease  acceptable  levels  of  a  highly  toxic 
rocket  fuel  additive  called  perchlorate, 
which  has  been  found  in  nearly  all  of  the 
nation’s  winter  lettuce,  the  Bush  administra¬ 
tion  delayed  action  by  ordering  a  15 -month 
review  of  the  proposal.  New  rules  imposed 
by  Bush  appointees  allow  mining  operations 
to  dump  mine  wastes  —  even  entire  moun- 
taintops  —  directly  into  streams  and  rivers. 
The  list  goes  on. 

All  of  these  actions  lead  toward  more 
polluted  American  waterways,  with  untold 
consequences  for  public  health.  “The  terror¬ 
ist  attacks  on  9/11  killed  3,000  people,”  says 
Eugene  environmentalist  James  Johnston, 
“but  3,000  people  per  month  are  going  to  die 
from  the  crud  that  the  EPA  is  allowing  indus¬ 
try  to  put  in  our  water.” 

Hazards  Near  Home 

In  1980,  Congress  passed  legislation  to 
remediate  the  nation’s  most  hazardous 
dumps.  The  law,  founded  on  the  “polluter 
pays”  principle,  requires  industries  to  pay 
fees  into  a  trust  account  called  Superfund  to 
clean  up  toxic  waste  sites. 

President  Reagan  signed  Superfund  into 
law  and  President  George  H.W.  Bush  reau¬ 
thorized  it.  But  in  1995,  Congress  failed  to 
renew  the  corporate  taxes  that  finance 
Superfund,  shifting  the  burden  to  taxpayers. 
And  George  W.  Bush’s  administration  is  the 
first  to  reject  the  “polluter  pays”  principle 
outright.  A  July  2003  report  from  the 
General  Accounting  Office  details  how  the 
Superfund  Trust  Fund  dwindled  from  more 
than  $2  billion  in  1995  to  bankruptcy  in 
September  2003.  In  2004,  taxpayers 
financed  almost  80  percent  of  Superfund;  in 
2005,  taxpayers  will  foot  almost  100  percent 
of  the  bill. 

As  a  result,  only  half  as  many  Superfund 
cleanups  have  been  completed  during

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Bush’s  presidency  than  during  Clinton’s  sec¬ 
ond  term,  and  fewer  sites  make  it  onto  the 
Superfund  list.  “Those  toxins  are  just  left  in 
our  soil  and  they  will  threaten  our  water  and 
poison  our  communities  for  even  longer,” 
says  Christiensen. 

Oregon  contains  10  Superfund  sites,  but 
only  one  —  the  dump  for  McCormick  and 
Baxter  Creosoting  Company  —  is  receiving 
funding  for  cleanup  in  2004.  And  taxpayers 


are  financing  most  of  it.  A  U.S.  PIRG  analy¬ 
sis  shows  that  in  1995,  Superfund  cleanups 
cost  Oregon  taxpayers  about  $3  million;  in 
2004,  they  will  cost  an  estimated  $10  to  $12 
million.  The  negligence  of  Oregon’s 
Superfund  sites  has  led  the  state  to  sue  the 
federal  government. 

According  to  a  2004  EPA  Inspector 
General  report,  one  in  four  Americans  now 
lives  within  four  miles  of  a  toxic  waste  site. 


They  may  be  exposed  to  chemicals  that  can 
cause  a  spectrum  of  ailments  including  can¬ 
cer,  neurological  damage  and  birth  defects. 

Ann  Lewis,  director  of  the  Democratic 
National  Committee’s  Women’s  Vote 
Center,  says  that  hazardous  waste  dispropor¬ 
tionately  affects  women  and  children. 
“Women  take  environmental  issues  very 
seriously  and  make  the  ‘environment  is 
about  my  family’s  health’  connection,”  says 


Lewis.  “Women’s  bodies  are  more  vulnera¬ 
ble  to  pollution.” 

But  until  Superfund  receives  the  financ¬ 
ing  it  needs  to  complete  its  priority  projects, 
there  is  nothing  much  that  Americans  can  do 
to  shield  their  families  from  hazardous 
wastes.  “I’m  a  pretty  good  mom,”  says 
Lewis,  “but  I  can’t  protect  my  children  if 
there  is  a  toxic  waste  site  a  block  from  our 
house.” 


Fighting  Green  with  Green 


TIMBER  BARONS  AND  LAND  SPECULATORS 
SPEND  BIG  TO  BUY  ELECTION.

Timber  barons  and  land  speculators  have  spent  big 
money  this  election  to  pursue  their  anti-environ¬ 
mental  agenda.  Here’s  a  look  at  their  purchases  at 
the  local,  state  and  federal  levels. 

Local 

Timber  barons  and  developers  have  opened  their  wallets 
to  buy  a  key  swing  seat  on  the  Lane  County  Commission  so 
they  can  cash  in  on  natural  destruction  and  urban  sprawl. 

Big  timber  and  developer  contributions  filled  two-thirds 
of  Republican  Faye  Stewart’s  campaign  war  chest,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  look  at  reported  contributions  of  $500  or  more  by 
Oct.  17. 

Timber  barons  have  pumped  $37,300  into  Stewart’s  cam¬ 
paign  for  the  East  Lane  seat  in  1 7  contributions  of  $500  or 
more.That’s  37  percent  of  the  $  1 0 1 ,823  total  Stewart  report¬ 
ed  raising. 

Stewart,  himself  a  member  of  a  rich  timber  baron  family, 
personally  contributed  $18,300  of  that  money  in  loans  and 
cash.  Other  members  of  his  timber  family  contributed  anoth¬ 
er  $2,500. 

Fourteen  other  timber  barons  kicked  in  another  $19,500 
in  donations  of  $500  or  more.  Siuslaw  Forest  Properties  of 
Mapleton  and  Swanson  forest  products  gave  $2,500  each. 
Starfire  Lumber  President  Robbie  Robinson  and  the  Murphy 
Plywood  mill  gave  $2,000  each.  The  Zip-O-Log  mill  and 
Pleasant  Hill  logging  executive  Darrin  Kronberger  gave  $  1 ,500 
each.  Rosboro  Lumber,  Roseburg  Forest  Products  and  Seneca 
Jones  Timber  gave  $  1 ,000  each. 

Big  donations  from  20  development  interests  have  funded 
30  percent  of  Stewart’s  campaign  with  $30,950  in  contribu¬ 
tions  of  $500  or  more.  Arlie  and  Company  gave  $6,700,  the 
Giustina  family  of  land  and  real  estate  speculators  gave  $3,250, 
and  Wildish  (sand,  gravel,  construction  and  land)  gave  $2,800. 
Arlie  is  headed  by  John  Musumeci,  the  land  speculator  who 
made  $20  million  by  facilitating  the  effort  to  move 
PeaceHealth  from  downtown  to  far  north  Springfield. 

McDougal  Brothers,  who  speculate  on  land  around 
Eugene’s  urban  growth  boundary,  and  Greg  Demers,  who  has 
speculated  on  land  at  the  western  end  of  the  proposed  West 
Eugene  Parkway,  each  gave  $2,000.  Land  and  real  estate  specu¬ 
lator  Donna  Woolley  gave  $  1 ,500;  the  Gonyea  land  speculation 
family  gave  $  1 ,500;  the  pro-sprawl  Oregon  Realtors  PAC  gave 
$  1 ,450;  and  gravel  magnate  Mike  Altucker,  who  wants  a  huge 
new  pit  off  River  Road,  gave  $  1 ,250.  Construction  and  rock 


company  owner  Bob  Mullins,  real  estate  speculator  Hult  and 
Associates,  Cottage  Grove  developer  Tod  Woodward  and 
media,  construction  and  land  tycoon  Carolyn  Chambers  gave 
$1,000  each. The  Eugene  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  lob¬ 
bies  for  urban  sprawl  and  developer  subsidies,  contributed 
$1,250. 

State 

Measure  37  would  require  taxpayers  to  either  pay 
developers  and  land  speculators  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  or  allow  them  to  destroy  Oregon’s  environment  and  liv¬ 
ability  for  profit. 

Timber  barons  and  land  speculators  have  pumped  big 
bucks  into  the  pro-Measure  37  campaign.  The  pro-37  PAC 
reported  $835,000  in  contributions  by  Oct.  22 — the  vast 
majority  in  big  piles  of  cash  from  timber  and  development 
interests  from  the  Eugene  area.  Local  timber  baron  Aaron 
Jones  gave  $  I  1 3,000,  the  single  largest  contribution. 
Musumeci’s  land  speculation  company  gave  $25,000.  Timber 
baron  and  land  speculator  Donna  Woolley  gave  $25,000. 
Veneta  land  speculator  Demers  gave  $  1 5,000.The  Gonyea  and 
Giustina  families,  speculators  and  developers, gave  $  1 0,000  and 
$20,000  respectively. 

Jeld-Wen,a  Klamath  Falls  door  and  window  mill  diversified 
into  land  speculation  and  developing  resorts,  gave  $90,000. 
Wes  Lematta,  a  helicopter  logging  tycoon  from  Vancouver, 
Wash.,  gave  $37,500. 

Measure  34  would  save  half  of  the  Tillamook  and 
Clatsop  state  forests  from  clearcuts  but  cost  the  timber  indus¬ 
try  millions  in  logging  profits.  Timber  barons  have  slammed 
Measure  34  with  a  $2.7  million  campaign,  outspending  sup¬ 
porters  seven  to  one. 

Four  big  timber  corporations  put  up  almost  half  the  money 
—  Hampton  Lumber  ($397,429),  RSG  Forest  Products 
($283,716),  Stimson  Lumber  ($279,939)  and  Boise  Cascade 
($  1 80,557).  Other  large  donors  are  a  laundry  list  of  the  state’s 
biggest  timber  corporations:  Roseburg  Forest  Products 
($82,242),  Freres  Lumber  ($72,675),  Swanson  Group  lumber 
($41,095),  Cascade  Timber  Consulting  ($35,311),  Rosboro 
lumber  ($32,057),  Menasha  Log  Co.  ($31,743),  Green 
Diamond  logging  ($29,71 1),  South  Coast  Lumber  ($27,555), 
Banks  Lumber  ($23,699),  Starker  Forests,  Inc.  ($16,736)  and 
Future  Logging  Co.  ($  1 6,487) 

The  Timber  industry  is  also  deploying  big  bucks  to  battle 
for  control  of  the  state  Legislature.  In  local  House  District  14, 


for  example,  timber  lobbyists  from  the  Oregon  Forest 
Industries  Council  gave  $4,000  to  Republican  Debi  Farr  in 
her  race  against  Democrat  Bev  FicekThe  Boise  Cascade  and 
Georgia-Pacific  lumber  companies  and  Murphy  Plywood  have 
also  given  Farr  $500  each. 

Federal 

George  Bush  backers  from  Eugene  gave  $3 1 8,9 1 4  to 
support  their  candidate  compared  to  $225,059  in  local  money 
for  Kerry,  according  to  presidential  and  party  donations 
through  the  end  of  August. 

The  biggest  source  of  Bush  bucks  in  Eugene  is  the  local 
Giustina  family  of  loggers  and  land  speculators  who  gave 
$62,000. The  Aaron  Jones  timber  baron  family  came  in  second 
with  $3 1 ,250  in  contributions.The  Egge  family,  owners  of  a  local 
gravel  mining  and  land  company,  gave  $25,850  to  back  Bush. 

Randy  Pape  of  the  Pape  heavy  construction  and  logging 
equipment  company  gave  $10,000. The  Gonyea  family,  logging 
and  land  speculation,  gave  another  $8, OOO.The  Woolley  family, 
logging  and  real  estate  speculation,  gave  $8,450.  Other  big 
donors  include  the  Tykeson  (real  estate  speculation)  $8,250, 
Murphy  (lumber  mill)  $6,500,  Lee  $4,500  (developers),  and 
Stewart  (logging)  $4,250  families. 

Just  outside  Eugene,  the  Demers  land  speculation  family  of 
Veneta  contributed  a  total  of  $27,000  to  re-electing  Bush.The 
Chambers  family  of  Pleasant  Hill  (construction,  media  and 
land  speculation)  contributed  a  total  of  $7,000  to  the  Bush 
campaign. 

Statewide,  the  Bush  campaign  has  been  given  a  huge  boost 
by  the  Oregon  timber  industry,  which  stands  to  cash  in  on 
Bush  policies  for  repealing  environmental  protections  and  log¬ 
ging  green  old  growth  in  burned  and  roadless  areas. According 
to  a  recent  report  by  the  public  interest  group  Common 
Cause,  14  Oregon  timber  companies  donated  more  than 
$670,000  to  Bush  and  the  Republican  Party  during  the  2000, 
2002  and  2004  election  cycles. 

The  Timber  barons  are  also  backing  Republican  Jim 
Feldkamp’s  attack  against  local  Democratic  Congressman 
Peter  DeFazio.Timber  barons  Rob  Freres, John  Hampton,  Don 
Johnson,  Foster  Robinson,  BB  Starker,  Steven  Swanson  and 
Donna  Woolley  gave  Feldkamp  $4,000  each.  Timber  barons 
Richard  Sohn  ($2,700),  Aaron  Jones  ($2,000),  BC  McFarland 
($2,000),  Everett  Johnson  ($1,500)  and  the  Giustina  family 
($  1 ,000)  also  wrote  big  checks.  Feldkamp  has  attacked  DeFazio 
for  not  doing  enough  in  Congress  to  get  out  the  cut.  CW

Polluters’  Carte  Blanche 

A  new  study  from  the  nonpartisan 
Environmental  Integrity  Project  reports  that 
the  EPA  has  filed  75  percent  fewer  civil  law¬ 
suits  against  polluters  during  the  first  three 
years  of  Bush’s  presidency  than  it  did  during 
Clinton’s  last  three  years  in  office. 

“I  think  what  we’ve  seen  consistently 
from  President  Bush  is  the  prioritizing  of 
industry,”  says  Christiensen.  “And  that’s 
been  a  systematic  effort.  The  Bush  adminis¬ 
tration  has  put  so  many  industrial  lobbyists 
in  government  agencies,  and  they  are  there 
to  undermine  every  environmental  protec¬ 
tion  that  they’ve  had  to  fight  as  lobbyists.” 


enforcement  against  polluters  and  shifted  the 
tab  for  cleanup  from  industry  to  taxpayers. 
The  result:  people  are  now  breathing  smog- 
gier  air,  drinking  dirtier  water  and  living  in 
more  toxic  environments  than  they  did  four 
years  ago.  According  to  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control,  100  million  Americans 
now  live  with  some  form  of  chronic  disease, 
and  the  numbers  are  rising. 

“Bush  has  taken  us  back  to  the  old  days 
when  it  was  ‘environment  versus  economy’ 
instead  of  linking  environmental  concerns 
with  public  health,”  says  Christiensen. 

Kerry’s  perspective  on  the  environment 
is  quite  different.  Since  entering  the  Senate

Industrial  leaders  often  protest  environ¬ 
mental  regulations  on  the  grounds  that  the 
science  backing  them  is  faulty  or  inconclu¬ 
sive.  “Every  time  industry  cries  wolf,”  says 
Christiensen,  “we  see  this  administration 
taking  industrial  claims  on  face  value  and 
implementing  them  rather  than  listening  to 
the  analyses  and  the  science  from  the  EPA.” 

That  means  that  polluters,  and  the  Bush 
administration,  will  get  away  with  poisoning 
countless  Americans  —  unless  Bush  is 
defeated  on  Nov.  2. 

Fresh  Air 

When  it  comes  to  the  stewardship  of 
America’s  natural  resources  and  their  impacts 
on  human  wellness,  John  Kerry  and  Bush  are 
as  different  as  a  river  and  a  cesspool. 

From  Bush’s  first  day  in  office,  he  has 
worked  to  make  life  easier  for  some  of  the 
filthiest  industries  in  the  nation.  His  adminis¬ 
tration  eased  emission  regulations,  slackened 


in  1985,  Kerry’s  votes  have  consistently  sup¬ 
ported  environmentally  responsible  legisla¬ 
tion  and  opposed  harmful  laws.  During  his 
career  as  a  Massachusetts  senator,  Kerry  has 
repeatedly  introduced  legislation  to  promote 
cleaner  air,  water  and  soil.  He  advocates  for 
the  public’s  right  to  know  about  the  presence 
of  persistent  toxic  chemicals  in  their  com¬ 
munities,  and  he  fought  to  re-instate 
Superfund’s  “polluter  pays”  principle.  He 
supports  government  subsidies  to  develop 
renewable  energy  resources,  and  he  pushes 
for  the  U.S.  to  engage  with  the  international 
community  to  combat  global  warming. 

“John  Kerry  has  a  20-year  record  in  the 
Senate  of  standing  up  for  clean  air  and  clean 
water,”  says  Christiensen.  “What  I  see  in 
John  Kerry  is  a  man  who  has  backbone  and 
is  willing  to  stand  up  even  to  members  of  his 
own  party  when  he  feels  it’s  right.  He  lets  his 
faith  guide  his  treatment  of  our  environment 
as  a  moral  value.”  ew

You  got  yer  upchuckin’,  creatively 
fuckin’  puppets.  You  got  yer 
patriotism  hard-boiled.  You  got 
yer  gay-bashing,  activist-bashing, 
Hollywood-liberals  bashing  on  one  side, 
and  on  the  other  you’ve  got  yer  North 
Korean  dictator  Kim  Jong  II  feeding  Hans 
Blix  to  his  pet  shark. 

And  all  the  way,  you’ve  got  Team 
America,  five  gung-ho  fly-boys  and  fly- 
girls  —  Chris,  Sara,  Lisa,  Joe  and  Gary  — 
and  their  mentor,  Spottswoode.  The  team 
members  suffer  no  regret  over  collateral 
damage  to  innocent  citizens,  the  Eiffel 
Tower,  the  Sphinx  or  the  Louvre.  Team 
America  damages  the  physical  world  more 
effectively  than  the  terrorists  they’re  after, 
who  only  destroy  the  Panama  Canal  and 
Mount  Rushmore. 

Yes,  Trey  Parker  and  Matt  Stone’s  new 
film  is  an  action  misadventure,  featuring 
wooden  puppets  with  big  heads  and 
loosey-goosey  bodies,  which  render 
them  unable  to  walk  or  run  realisti¬ 
cally. 

The  Chiodo  brothers  Charles, 
Stephen  and  Edward,  the  go-to  guys 
for  live-action  puppetry  and  special 
effects,  worked  closely  with  puppet  design¬ 
er,  Norman  Tempia.  The  brothers  made  95 
generic  mechanical  heads,  which  combined 
with  a  number  of  non-mechanical  heads, 
stunt  bodies,  blown  -up  bodies  —  well,  you 
get  the  picture.  Each  complete  puppet 
stands  22  inches  tall. 

Karen  Patch’s  1/3-size  costumes  are 
both  clever  and  practical.  The  puppeteers 
had  to  have  quick  access  to  the  puppet’s 
backs  “to  replace  batteries  for  the 
Gilderfluke,  a  mechanism  that  works  their 
features,”  Patch  noted. 

The  film  boasts  special  effects  —  lots  of 
stuff  gets  blown  up  —  but  “almost”  no  CGI 


special  effects.  To  destroy  the  Panama 
Canal,  the  effects  guys  used  1,000  gallons 
of  water  for  the  flood  that  washes  away  the 
puppets.  But  because  we  accept  the  puppets 
as  characters  despite  their  strings  showing, 
the  film’s  effects  have  a  somewhat  more 
“realistic”  look  than  those  in  the  all-CGI 
film,  Sky  Captain  and  the  World  of 
Tomorrow ,  which  looks  fake  all  the  way,  all 
the  time. 

These  two  pseudo-action  movies  both 
involve  a  “team”  of  expert  fighters  who  go 
up  against  dedicated  terrorists.  Although 
both  draw  heavily  on  genre  conventions, 
Sky  Captain's  human  actors  raise  the  pic¬ 
ture’s  emotional  stakes.  On  the  other  hand, 
schlock-meisters  Parker  and  Stone  are  more 
interested  in  dithering  between  Kim  Jong  II 
and  Alec  Baldwin  as  the  target  of  their  rage. 

The  filmmakers’  satiric  edge  is  very 
fuzzy  here,  and  their  un-ironic  ambiguity 
confuses.  They  make  fun  of  the  square 
dudes  and  Barbie-dolls  on  Team  America, 
but  toward  the  end  of  the  film  they  come 
out  solidly  on  the  characters’  side.  The 
movie’s  dirty  rock  anthem,  “America,  Fuck 
Yeah,”  may  not  get  played  in  the  Bush 
White  House,  but  you  better  believe  some 
of  the  guys  and  gals  putting  their  bodies  on 
the  line  in  Iraq  will  be  humming  it.  Catchy 
little  tune,  eh? 


Team  America  isn’t  pure  satire,  and  the 
filmmakers’  claim  the  film’s  latent  conser¬ 
vatism  is  not  political.  Hmm. . .  In  that  case, 
this  film  is  worth  seeing  if  you  like  to  watch 
puppets  bleed,  drown,  vomit,  get  blown  up 
or  have  sex.  Parker  and  Stone  had  to  submit 
10  cuts  to  the  MPAA  (Motion  Picture 
Association  of  America)  to  get  a  provision¬ 
al  NC-17  rating  upgraded  to  an  R.  I  wish 
they’d  spent  as  much  time  figuring  out  the 
real  enemy  as  venting  adolescent  steam. 

Now  playing  at  Cinemark  and  Cinema 
World,  Team  America  doesn’t  get  my  rec¬ 
ommendation.  But  see  it  and  decide  for 
yourself.  Bllll

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Little  Punks 

Face  Eater  rhymes  with  space  heater. 


Three  14-year-olds  and  two  16-year-olds 
have  emerged  on  the  Eugene  punk 
scene  with  a  band  called  Face  Eater.  I 
spoke  with  Cassidy  Kane,  the  group’s  14-year 
old  drummer,  and  guitarist  Max  Schramm,  who 
is  also  14. 

The  young  musicians  have  been  exposed  to 
a  wide  variety  of  music  throughout  their  lives, 
thanks  to  family  members’  influence.  Kane’s 
mother  is  Raenie  Kane,  drummer  extraordi¬ 
naire  who’s  played  with  numerous  local  bands 
including  The  Danged  and,  currently,  The 
Shudders.  Schramm’s  father  plays  guitar  while 
his  mother  mns  the  stage  at  Saturday  Market. 
Vocalist  Vince  Mamcci’s  father  is  the  owner  of 
House  of  Records.  His  stepfather  works  there, 


along  with  Raenie,  and  both  are  walking  ency¬ 
clopedias  of  musical  knowledge. 

With  so  much  exposure  to  music,  it’s  no  sur¬ 
prise  the  boys  turned  to  performing  for  personal 
expression.  The  fivesome,  including  bassist 
Robin  Clemmen  and  Jesse  Lynch  on  guitar,  are 
friends  from  school.  All  but  Clemmen  attend 
South  Eugene. 

The  idea  arose  11  months  ago  “to  jam  to¬ 
gether  just  for  fun,”  according  to  Schramm.  “It 
started  out  as  me,  Kassidy  and  Robin,”  he  ex¬ 
plains.  “We  decided  to  get  together  and  jam  and 
it  kind  of  turned  into  a  band.”  The  crew  honed 
their  chops  playing  Nirvana  songs,  although 
that  influence  has  since  been  dispersed.  “Now, 
we’re  playing  all  our  own  stuff,”  says  Kane. 


When  asked  to  describe  their  music,  Kane 
and  Schramm  each  speak  a  few  words,  com¬ 
pleting  the  others’  thoughts  on  the  subject,  with 
the  consensus  being  “rock  with  a  hardcore  in¬ 
fluence.” 

“Two  of  the  bands  that  we’re  into  the  most 
are  Minor  Threat  and  Black  Flag,”  says  Kane. 
The  friends  are  big  into  Fugazi  right  now;  also 
MC5,  The  Descendents,  Stooges,  and 
Minutemen.  In  other  words,  just  some  of  the 
best  punk  and  rock  music  ever  made.  With  con¬ 
fidence  Kane  says,  “Of  course  we  think  highly 
of  ourselves,  but  I’m  not  sure  how  much  some 
of  our  influences  show.” 

The  name  Face  Eater  was  chosen  because  it 
rhymes  with  “space  heater”  and  also  because  it 
was  part  of  an  inside  joke,  which  initially  mani¬ 
fested  as  Face  Burner.  The  catchier  name  stuck. 

The  pair  says  that  the  best  thing  about  play¬ 
ing  in  a  band  is  the  music,  plain  and  simple.  “It’s 


definitely  not  about  popularity  or  anything  like 
that.  It’s  just  about  playing  music  and  having 
fun.”  Kane  follows  that  up  with  a  quick, 
“Yeah!” 

Kane  and  Schramm  wrap  up  our  conversa¬ 
tion  by  letting  me  know  that  Face  Eater  holds  a 
vaulted  place  in  their  world.  “Face  Eater  is  the 
most  important  thing.  Well,  maybe  not  the  most 
important,  but  it’s  the  thing  we  all  enjoy  the 
most,”  Kane  says.  “By  far”  they  both  say  at 
once. 

The  group  will  perform  at  Agate  Hall  on 
Oct.  29  at  8  pm,  with  local  bands  Entropy  and 
20th  and  Kincaid. 

Folk  fans  will  enjoy  Zoe  Lewis’s  perform¬ 
ance  at  Sam  Bond’s  Garage  on  Oct.  28,  along 
with  Brian  Joseph.  Lewis  is  a  soft-spoken  trans¬ 
planted  Brit  (originally  from  the  seaside  village 
of  Rottingdean)  who  now  hails  from 
Provincetown,  Rhode  Island.  She  has  a  unique, 
vaudevillian  approach  to  folk  music,  and  finds 
her  modus  operandi  in  whatever  inspiring 
events  and  people  she’s  privy  to.  In  Lewis’s 
world,  everything  is  worthy  of  a  song,  and  the 
result  is  a  joyous  outlook  that  celebrates  the 
seemingly  mundane. 

One  song,  “Pies  for  the  Public,”  is  about  an 
elderly  neighbor  and  friend  whose  cupboards 
were  so  bare  she  could  only  make  one  pie.  She 
sold  the  pie  for  ingredients  to  make  a  few  more 
pies,  then  sold  those,  and  eventually  found  her¬ 
self  with  a  thriving  pie  business.  Another  a  cap- 
pella  song  pays  tribute  to  a  London  flower 
seller.  Between  tunes  Lewis  banters  with  the 
audience,  encouraging  them  to  hoot  and  holler 
if  they  like,  or  just  sit  back  and  listen,  perhaps 
enj  oying  a  pennywhistle  solo.  6W

How  are  you  feeling? 

Michael  Franti:  I’m  tired.  I’m  on  an  hour’s 
sleep.  We  were  up  in  the  studio  all  night.  I’m 
writing  a  new  album  and  I’m  editing  this 
movie  about  my  time  in  Iraq. 

During  your  trip  to  irag,  Jordan  and 
Israel  this  year ,  did  you  get  some 
different  perspectives? 

Yeah,  there  were  a  lot  of  different  perspec¬ 
tives.  There  were  a  lot  of  Iraqis  that  had  a 
sense  of  hope  that  maybe  things  might  actu¬ 
ally  work  out  for  the  better.  They  were  very 
hopeful  that  with  Saddam  gone  there  was 
going  to  be  an  opportunity  for  them  to  have  a 
freedom  that  they’d  never  had  before.  But 
things  in  Iraq  are  so  difficult,  and  time  and 
time  again  Americans  are  proving  them¬ 
selves  to  not  be  a  security  or  peacekeeping 
force  in  the  area,  but  an  occupying  army. 
With  all  the  civilian  deaths  that  occur  each 
day  there,  it’s  getting  more  and  more  difficult 
for  Iraqi  people  to  understand  that’s  it’s  any¬ 
thing  more  than  a  hostile  takeover. 

How  did  the  organization  of  that  trip 
come  about? 

In  March  I  gave  my  manager  a  call,  saying  that 
I  wanted  to  go  to  Iraq,  and  after  her  initial . . . 

What  the  fuck!? 

Yeah,  exactly,  after  ‘what  the  fuck,’  and  ‘are 
you  joking?’  she  went  about  this  task  of  dis¬ 
covering  exactly  what  you  need,  and  we  were 
surprised  to  find  out  that  you  needed  very  lit¬ 
tle  in  terms  of  any  type  of  visa  or  clearance. 
You  just  show  up,  and  that’s  what  we  did. 
The  most  difficult  thing  to  overcome  in  terms 
of  getting  there  was  the  fear  of  going.  As  we 
were  planning  the  trip  all  the  photos  came  out 
from  Abu  Ghraib,  and  part  of  my  mind  was 
imaging  myself  hooded  in  some  cell  some¬ 
where.  Also  the  first  beheading  had  taken 
place  as  we  were  planning  the  trip,  so  the 
other  side  of  it  would  have  been  captured  and 
held  as  a  potential  ransom.  And  there’s 
always  the  thought  that  you  can  be  anywhere 
on  the  street  and  get  caught  in  a  crossfire  or  a 
mortar  attack,  or  in  some  accident. 

How  close  did  you  come  to  actual 
violence? 

Well,  it’s  all  around  you.  Everywhere  you  are 
in  Baghdad  you  can  hear  gunfire,  mortar  fire, 
especially  at  nighttime,  and  everyone  carries 
a  gun,  so  literally  everywhere  you  look 
there’s  someone  on  the  street  with  a  gun.  The 
closest  we  got  to  any  live  fire  was  at  a  refugee 
camp  in  Hebron,  Palestine,  and  I  was  walk¬ 
ing  down  the  street  playing  music  and  some 
Israeli  soldiers  came  around  the  comer  and 
opened  fire  on  the  crowd.  People  died. 

What  was  the  most  interesting  thing 
you  were  asked  in  your  last  interview? 


Well,  it  was  about  how  people  view  America. 
I  go  to  a  lot  of  different  countries.  After  this 
last  election,  people  said  to  me,  wow, 
Michael,  Bush  is  really  making  life  difficult 
for  the  whole  world  right  now.  We  really 
understand  that  there’s  a  difference  between 
American  people  and  the  American  govern¬ 
ment,  but  if  Bush  gets  elected  this  next  time 
around,  we’re  going  to  have  a  hard  time  mak¬ 
ing  that  distinction. 

You  still  run  any  ball?  (Franti  played 
college  basketball) 

Uh,  you  know,  I  don’t  very  often.  I  played 
soccer  a  lot  when  I  was  on  tour  with  Ziggy. 
We  played  soccer  a  lot  with  the  band. 

Can  you  still  dunk? 

I  can  still  dunk.  I’m  38  years  old,  so  I  feel 
pretty  good  about  that. 

Do  people  in  your  past  say  you're  a 
good  lover? 

I  would  hope  so,  but  I’d  be  more  concerned 
that  the  people  in  the  present  say  that. 

Have  you  ever  met  the  Dali  Lama  or  do 
you  have  any  plans  to? 

I  would  love  to  and  I  have  yet  to.  That  would 
be  very,  very  exciting. 

I  assume  he's  waiting  for  you . 

[Laughs] 

How's  your  body  doing?  The  touring 
experience.  Do  you  keep  pretty  healthy? 

Yeah,  I  try  to  take  care  of  myself,  eat  healthy, 
and  I  practice  yoga  everyday;  I  try  to  keep 
my  body  going.  The  most  difficult  part  is  get¬ 
ting  enough  sleep. 

What's  the  number  one  way  you've 
changed  these  last  couple  of  years? 

I  try  to  be  less  judgmental  about  myself  and 
others.  That’s  one  way.  Another  way  is  that 
I’ve  become  very  clear  in  what  I  want  to  do. 
I  want  to  be  the  most  effective  musical  com¬ 
municator  of  social  justice  I  can  be.  I  want  to 
practice  my  music,  become  a  better  song¬ 
writer,  become  more  able  to  touch  people,  to 
have  first  hand  experience,  to  remain  playful, 
and  to  pass  that  on  to  my  audience.  With 
urgency,  but  also  with  playfulness. 

What's  the  most  spiritual  you  get? 
Well,  when  I’m  worried  about  the  future, 
when  I’m  dwelling  on  the  past,  when  I’m  not 
in  the  moment  ...  I’m  most  happy  in  the 
moment,  whatever  moment  it  is.  It’s  the 
experience  of  being  able  to  quiet  my  mind.  If 
I’m  looking  in  a  pond  and  trying  to  see  my 
reflection,  if  I’m  constantly  dropping  pebbles 
into  the  pond,  it  affects  the  clarity.  It’s  when  I 
arrive  at  a  clear  pond.  I  believe  that  God  is 
contained  in  every  breath  of  air,  drop  of 
water,  animal  and  plant  and  rock,  and  when 
my  mind  is  quiet  I  see  the  connection  a  little 
more  clearly.  BW 
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The  phrase  “string  quartet”  often  sug¬ 
gests  images  of  fusty,  tuxedoed  types 
playing  dusty,  mouldering  music.  But 
in  the  1980s,  two  fantastic  foursomes  helped 
demolish  that  stereotype:  The  Kronos  Quartet 
(which  played  avant  garde,  rock  and  other 
contemporary  “art”  music,  spawning  succes¬ 
sors  such  as  Ethel),  and  the  Turtle  Island 
String  Quartet,  which  brought  American  ver¬ 
nacular,  jazz  improvisation,  and  world  music 
influences  to  what  had  been  a  European  clas¬ 
sical  music  configuration. 

On  Wednesday,  Nov.  10,  the  TISQ  returns 
to  the  Hult  Center’s  Soreng  Theater  to  per¬ 
form  a  concert  featuring  the  music  of  every¬ 
body’s  favorite  jazz  album:  Miles  Davis  and 
Bill  Evans’  Kind  of  Blue.  Certainly  one  of  the 
landmark  works  of  20th  century  music,  that 
record’s  impressionistic,  evocative  atmos¬ 
phere  should  make  a  fascinating  transition 
from  the  horns  of  Davis,  Coltrane,  and 
Cannonball  Adderley  to  the  TISQ’s  violins, 
viola  and  cello.  This  is  a  concert  that  jazz  and 
classical  fans  alike  should  enjoy. 

The  next  evening,  the  Turtle  Islanders  join 
the  acclaimed  young  Chicago-based  classical 
Ying  Quartet  for  an  equally  intriguing  concert 
at  the  UO’s  Beall  Concert  Hall  featuring 
music  of  Mendelssohn,  TISQ  originals,  and 
one  of  the  great  jazz-classical  fusions,  Darius 
Milhaud’s  delightful  The  Creation  of  the 
World ,  which  somehow  blends  1920s  New 
Orleans  jazz,  African  folk  tunes,  and  French 
classical  traditions  into  a  swinging  brew. 

That  concert  is  just  one  of  a  promising 
series  of  collaborations  between  the  Hult  and 
the  UO.  Another  occurs  at  the  Hult’s  Silva 
Hall  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Oct.  31,  when 
Oregon  Bach  Festival  founder  and  Music 
Director  Helmuth  Rilling  will  lead  the 
University  Singers,  Chamber  Choir,  and 
Symphony  in  a  free  concert  featuring  two  of 
the  greatest  works  of  European  sacred  music: 
J.S.  Bach’s  Magnificat  and  Mozart’s  Mass  in 
C  Minor. 

Back  at  Beall,  on  Tuesday,  Oct.  26,  the 
wonderful  duo  of  Anne  Azema  and  Shira 
Kammen  return  to  perform  another  free  con¬ 
cert,  this  one  comprising  medieval  French 
songs  and  poems  about  mythical  animals,  love, 
the  seasons,  and  other  natural  and  supernatural 
phenomena.  Anyone  who  saw  the  pair  enchant 
an  audience  at  the  UO’s  Gerlinger  Lounge  a 
few  years  ago  will  remember  Azema’s  warm, 
expressive  voice  (she’s  one  of  the  world’s  lead¬ 
ing  early  music  singers),  Kammen’s  sensitive 
playing  on  medieval  stringed  instruments  such 


as  the  vielle  and  harp,  and  their  engaging  rap¬ 
port  with  the  audience. 

Kammen,  a  member  of  two  of  the  finest 
early  music  groups,  Ensembles  Alcatraz  and 
Project  Ars  Nova,  returns  to  the  UO  on  Nov.  6 
with  her  new  band,  Fortune’s  Wheel,  which 
includes  UO  music  professor  Eric  Mentzel 
singing  tenor,  to  celebrate  the  700th  birthday 
of  the  great  humanist,  environmentalist  and 
poet,  Petrarch.  The  concert  will  present  Italian 
and  French  music  of  the  14th  century.  Both  of 
these  free  early  music  concerts  should  be  real 
beauties,  and  it’s  a  joy  to  see  so  much  splen¬ 
did  pre-classical  music  performed  by  such 
accomplished  musicians  here  this  fall. 

Other  worthy  UO  concerts  this  month 
include  pianist  Richard  Zindars  playing  one  of 
the  great  works  of  American  music,  Charles 
Ives’s  first  piano  sonata  (a  celebration  of  his 
Connecticut  country  childhood),  on  Sunday 
Nov.  7;  and  harpist  Laura  Zaerr  in  original 
music  for  Celtic  harp  (including  one  accom¬ 
panied  by  tabla)  and  a  romantic  concerto  by 
Henriette  Renie  on  Nov.  9. 

Everybody  knows  the  most  influential 
American  band  ever:  New  York’s  legendary 
Velvet  Underground.  But  not  enough  rock 
fans  realize  that  its  co-founder,  the  Welsh  vio¬ 
list  John  Cale,  had  earlier  been  a  member  of 
an  equally  important  American  avant-garde 
aggregation  called  the  Dream  Syndicate,  with 
the  great  composer  La  Monte  Young.  Cale 
worked  with  everyone  from  John  Cage  and 
Terry  Riley  to  Brian  Eno  and  Patti  Smith  to 
the  Stooges,  and  some  of  his  solo  albums  are 
landmarks  of  thoughtful,  surprisingly  accessi¬ 
ble  art  music.  Cale’s  striking  new  CD,  Hobo 
Sapiens,  which  incorporates  electronic  tex¬ 
tures  and  powerful  imagery,  is  one  of  his  best 
efforts  and  one  of  the  finest  albums  I’ve  heard 
this  year.  Cale  is  bringing  a  quartet  to  perform 
music  from  that  album  at  the  Shedd  on 
Monday,  Nov.  1,  and  any  fan  of  intelligent, 
adventurous  popular  music  should  be  there. 

That’s  only  one  of  a  slew  of  great  concerts 
at  the  Shedd.  On  Saturday,  Oct.  30,  Steve 
Bernstein  brings  his  slide  trumpet  and  his 
wild  and  wonderful  band  Sex  Mob  back  to 
Eugene.  One  of  New  York’s  most  acclaimed 
jazz  ensembles  and  winner  of  two  Downbeat 
awards,  Sex  Mob  has  found  a  funky  and 
appealing  way  to  combine  experimental  and 
classic  jazz  influences,  covering  everything 
from  James  Bond  movie  themes  to  Duke 
Ellington.  This  is  probably  the  concert  of  the 
month  for  fans  of  jazz  and  adventurous 
music.  ew

Dfa  de  los  Muertos 

Celebrating  Day  of  the  Dead 


For  the  11th  consecutive  year,  the 
Maude  Kerns  Art  Center  is  honor¬ 
ing  the  Mexican  tradition  of  Dla  de 
los  Muertos  (Day  of  the  Dead)  with  a  series 
of  altars  and  a  juried  exhibition  of  artworks 
by  a  dozen  artists  spanning  the  country  from 
New  York  City  to  the  West  Coast. 

If  the  range  of  media  and  styles  is  wide, 
so  is  the  span  of  moods  evoked  by  the  vari¬ 
ous  pieces  shown. 

The  Mexican  celebration  of  Nov.  1-2  has 
ancient,  complex  roots.  Combining  pre- 
Hispanic  and  Catholic  customs,  it  is  distinc¬ 
tive  for  its  festive  and  playful  atmosphere, 
without  a  trace  of  morbidity.  Death  is 
accepted  without  fear  as  one  of  the  natural 
cycles  of  life.  Rituals  shared  by  the  culture 
at  large  help  mediate  one’s  encounter  with 
death  and  channel  personal  feelings  into  a 
communal  experience  with  family  mem¬ 
bers,  friends  and  neighbors.  Importantly,  no 
age  is  excluded  so  children  may  acquire  a 
healthy  attitude  toward  death. 

This  celebratory  mood,  at  once  earthy 
and  spiritual,  playful  and  reflective,  is  pres¬ 
ent  at  MKAC. 

Appropriately,  the  venue  is  a  church 
building  —  the  oldest  standing  in  Eugene, 
now  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  gar¬ 
lands  of  brightly  colored  calveras  (skulls) 
created  by  the  Jefferson  Middle  School 
Spanish- 1  class  and  a  variety  of papeles  pic- 
ados  (cut  paper),  including  some  the  colors 
of  marigolds  by  Eugene  artist  Jill  Cardinal. 

Cardinal’s  other  displayed  works  depart 
in  form  from  traditional  Mexican  models 
but  retain  much  of  their  spirit.  Of 
her  two  altars,  the  one  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  her  mother  is  personal 
and  intimate.  The  other,  creat¬ 
ed  in  2002,  is  a  community 
altar:  a  large  papier-mache 
church  replica  painted  pink 
with  blue  and  yellow  accents. 

People  are  invited  to  pin  on  it 
messages  or  names  of  departed 
loved  ones. 

“My  mother  had  never  talked 
about  my  father  after  he  died,” 

Cardinal  said.  “When  I  lost  my 
second  husband  and  father  of  my 
children,  I  started  making  infor¬ 
mal  altars  or  shrines.  This  gave 
me  a  way  to  continue  talking 
about  him  and  relating  to  him. 

Then  I  realized  there  was  a  whole 
tradition  of  doing  altars.  I  called 
MKAC  and  made  an  altar  for  my 
husband  and  sister.  It  had  an  inter¬ 
active  part,  a  tree  where  people 
could  hang  tags  on.  It  got  hundreds 


and  hundreds  of  tags!  I  realized  there  was  a 
need  because  death  is  so  unritualized  in  our 
society.  So  the  following  year,  I  made  the 
community  altar.” 

Gaily  painted  in  bright  pastel  hues, 
Cardinal’s  tiny  wooden  boxes  and  her 
miniature  papier-mache  altars,  which  she 
calls  “home  altars,”  almost  always  feature 
folksy,  earthy,  idiosyncratic  representations 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  as  does  her  lovely 
gouache  icon,  Our  Lady  of  the  Dandelions. 

“The  archetypal  mother  is  a  recurring 
theme  of  mine,”  Cardinal  said.  “I  had  an 
intense  Catholic  childhood.  Now  I’m  striv¬ 
ing  to  provide  an  earthy  grounding  to  that 
spiritual  image.  I  think  the  Virgin  Mary 
needs  earthiness.” 

Michael  Gonzalez’  (Trinidad,  Calif.) 
three  delightful  wall  pieces,  all  entitled 
Personal  Power  Place ,  similarly  unite 
earthiness  —  in  execution  and  choice  of 
materials  —  and  spiritual  intent.  In  both 
form  and  function  they  are  a  combination  of 
miniature  church  and  bird’s  house,  created 
out  of  redwood  or  mahogany  and  recycled 
copper. 

All  comprise  three  parts.  “Above  is  a 
bird’s  house  that  symbolizes  the  ethereal, 
the  mind,  the  future,”  Gonzalez  said.  “The 
middle  part  is  the  most  important  because  it 
represents  the  present.  At  the  bottom,  a  box 
for  mementos  represents  the  past.  I  always 
put  a  little  copper  something  in  there  with 


my  signature  on  it.”  For  each  compartment 
door,  Gonzalez  devises  a  different,  ingen¬ 
ious  copper  latch. 

A  very  different  mood  prevails  in  Kurt 
Brian  Webb’s  (Palatine,  Ill.)  three  woodcuts 
collectively  entitled  War:  Dance  of  Death , 
the  strongest  artwork  in  the  show.  A  perfect 
economy  of  bold,  precise  cuts  endows  the 
pieces  with  a  quality  of  expressiveness  that 
greatly  enhances  the  satirical  content.  In 
these  black  and  red  stylistic  parodies  of  war 
propaganda,  red  Death,  lithe  and  supple, 
flirts  with  a  stiff,  none-too-bright  Soldier. 
She  teases,  dances  seductively,  wraps  her¬ 
self  around  him,  clearly  enjoying  herself. 
Webb  sharpens  his  general  message  about 
the  true  purpose  of  war  by  reproducing  in 
the  background  news  articles  about  the  cur¬ 
rent  war  in  Iraq. 

Webb’s  piece  is  powerfully  complement¬ 
ed  by  Tina  Schrager’s  altar,  which  is  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  people  killed  in  the  war  in  Iraq. 
Inspired  by  the  Normandy  graveyards  from 
World  War  II,  with  their  endless  rows  of 
simple  white  stones,  Schrager  (MKAC 
exhibitions  coordinator)  used  a  thousand 
empty  bullet  casings  to  represent  the  dead 
American  soldiers. 

Schrager’s  installation  is  extremely  strik¬ 
ing  in  its  sobriety  and  directness.  The  sym¬ 
metry  of  its  overall  composition,  the  stark¬ 
ness  on  the  top  tier  of  row  upon  row  of  bul¬ 
let  casings  erected  on  black  cloth  over  a 
white  altar  structure,  the  simplicity  of  the 
lower  tier  with  its  simple  bowl  containing 
the  remaining  bullet  casings  flanked  by  red 
votive  candles,  the  general  economy  of 
means  —  all  contribute  to  give  the  piece  a 


formal  classicism  that  befits  the  tragedy  of 
lost  lives. 

Above  the  altar,  Schrager  placed  one  the 
most  expressive  of  Picasso’s  numerous  ver¬ 
sions  of  The  Weeping  Woman  {La  Femme 
qui  pleure ),  painted  in  1937  following  the 
surprise  German  bombing  of  the  Basque 
city  of  Guernica  that  killed  much  of  its  civil¬ 
ian  population.  Hanging  from  the  ceiling, 
streamers  of  origami  cranes  provide  a  mes¬ 
sage  of  peace. 

Two  more  altars  deserve  to  be  men¬ 
tioned.  Los  Amigos  de  los  Sobrevivientes,  a 
local  organization  that  provides  materials 
and  psychological  support  to  victims  of  tor¬ 
ture,  built  an  altar  dedicated  to  immigrants 
who  lost  their  lives  crossing  the  US- 
Mexican  border.  The  altar  conveys  its  social 
and  political  message  with  an  elaborate,  tra¬ 
ditional  display  of  ofrendas  (offerings)  of 
squashes,  com,  fruit,  bread  loaves,  tortillas, 
sugar  skulls,  drinks,  flowers  and  votive  can¬ 
dles  spread  over  a  three-tiered  altar  sur¬ 
mounted  by  paintings  and  flanked  by  small¬ 
er  side-altars.  Arches  of  bamboo  entwined 
with  flowers  surround  the  altar. 

For  a  personal,  traditional  Mexican  altar, 
turn  to  Rocio  Kimberley’s  sumptuous  dis¬ 
play  dedicated  to  her  two  brothers.  Brightly 
colored,  woven  cloth  cover  the  tall  three¬ 
tiered  altar  and  side  altar.  Offerings  include 
religious  symbols,  personal  mementos  and 
photographs.  The  traditional  calaca  (skele¬ 
ton  figure)  appears  as  a  lady  in  elegant  hat 
and  dress. 

For  a  take  on  traditional  playful  Day-of- 
the-Dead  imagery,  you  may  look  to 
Eugenean  Erin  Wilson’s  woodcut,  Sweet , 
with  its  two  skeletons  dressed  for  a  wedding, 
whereas  Dottie  Kom-Davis’  (La  Mesa, 
Calif.)  mixed  media  pieces 
give  the  purely  playful  a 
new  twist.  In  Sheep  skate,  a 
roller  skate  is  surmounted 
by  a  shoe  fitted  with  crani¬ 
um  and  vertebrae  sprayed 
with  festive  pastel  colors. 
Antennae  give  the  assem¬ 
blage  a  cmstacean  look. 

Faithful  to  its  own  tradi¬ 
tion,  MKAC  opened  the 
exhibit  on  Friday  with  a  fam¬ 
ily-friendly  fiesta  that  includ¬ 
ed  music  by  John  Crider  & 
Friends,  dance  by  Ballet 
Juvenil  Azteca,  beer  from 
Steelhead  Brewery  and  deli¬ 
cious  food  —  Schrager’s  own 
Cuban-style  black  beans  and 
Mexican  rice,  as  well  as  dishes 
contributed  by  Cafe  Yumm! 
and  Chapala  Restaurant. 

Docent-led  tours  for  school 
children  will  be  available  for  the 
next  three  weeks.  I  highly  recom¬ 
mend  a  visit  for  all  age  groups.  BW

Thomas  Frank’s  Whats  the  Matter 
with  Kansas ?  deals  with  the  vexing 
issue  of  why  the  people  who  stand 
to  lose  the  most  from  the  current,  arch¬ 
conservative  administration  can  be  its 
most  ardent  supporters.  The  administra¬ 
tion  focuses  on  cultural  issues  to  create  an 
artificial  divide  between  “regular  people” 
and  a  “liberal  elite”  by  claiming  that  the 
wealthy  Republicans  in  power  are  part  of 
the  common  people.  Meanwhile,  they 
switch  the  tax  burden  from  the  rich  to  the 
middle  class  and  further  impoverish  the 
poor. 

Carefully  maintained  debates  about 
moral  and  religious  issues  such  as  gay  mar¬ 
riage,  abortion  and  school  prayer  build  on 
moral  outrage  among  middle  and  working 
class  people  and  mask  economic  policies, 
which  damage  the  majority  of  the  popula¬ 
tion. 

Frank  describes  a  new  generation  of 
“sturdy  blue-collar  patriots  reciting  the 
Pledge  while  they  strangle  their  own  life 
chances;  of  small  farmers  proudly  voting 
themselves  off  the  land;  of  devoted  family 
men  carefully  seeing  to  it  that  their  children 
will  never  be  able  to  afford  college  or  prop¬ 
er  health  care;  of  working-class  guys  in 
Midwestern  cities  cheering  as  they  deliver 
up  a  landslide  for  a  candidate  whose  poli¬ 
cies  will  end  their  way  of  life.” 

The  right  could  not  have  accomplished 
this  feat  without  plenty  of  help  from  the 
media  it  mostly  owns  but  denounces  as 
“liberal,”  thus  cleverly  shifting  the  per¬ 
ceived  political  center  further  and  further  to 
the  right,  Frank  notes.  His  analysis  is  sharp, 
and  he  does  not  stoop  to  caricature.  He  also 
faults  the  Democrats  for  having  abandoned 
a  class  politics  that  resonated  with  people, 
thus  allowing  the  Republican  party  to 
switch  from  an  economical  debate  detri¬ 
mental  to  them  to  a  cultural  debate  they  can 
manipulate. 

In  Made  in  Texas ,  Michael  Lind  resorts 


to  history  to  explain  the  radical  departures 
in  Republican  policy  wrought  by  the  cur¬ 
rent  Bush  administration  that  make  it  differ 
markedly  from,  say,  that  of  the  first  Bush 
president.  What  Lind  calls  the 
“Texanization  of  the  American  right”  is 
characterized  by  a  bellicose  foreign  policy 
at  odds  with  previous  Republican  adminis¬ 
trations,  colored  by  southern  religious  fun¬ 
damentalism  and  informed  by  the  archaic 
conception  of  a  social  order  based  on  white 
hereditary  power  and  wealth  fueled  by 
exploitation  of  both  human  and  environ¬ 
mental  resources. 

Whereas  Reagan  and  Bush  senior  had  to 
rely  on  a  broad  Republican  coalition,  the 
new,  “southemized”  Republican  party  of 
Bush  junior,  according  to  Lind,  is  far  more 
representative  of  the  South’s  conservative 
oligarchy.  Its  pillars  are  big  businesses  and 
the  religious  right  (as  opposed  to  main¬ 
stream  Protestantism).  Its  intellectuals  and 
the  authors  of  its  foreign  policies  are  the 
neo-conservatives  who  became  allied  with 
fundamentalist  Christians  over  a  shared 
concern  about  the  welfare  of  Israel.  Lind’s 
last  chapter,  which  outlines  his  own  “solu¬ 
tions”  can  be  skipped  without  much  loss. 
His  book  is  most  useful  when  the  author 
limits  himself  to  history. 

James  Mann’ a  Rise  of  the  Vulcans  is  an 
excellent,  fascinating  book  that  retraces  and 
examines  the  political  careers  of  Dick 
Cheney,  Donald  Rumsfeld,  Cohn  Powell, 
Condoleezza  Rice,  Paul  Wolfowitz  and 
Richard  Armitage,  who  themselves  dubbed 
their  team  the  Vulcans.  I  cannot  recom¬ 
mend  this  book  enough.  Among  other 
things,  it  brings  to  light  how  the  war  in  Iraq 
was  one  of  the  team’s  goals  long  before 
9/11,  an  event  that  provided  the  means  to 
receive  public  endorsement  for  the  war. 

To  better  understand  the  most  powerful 
man  in  America,  Dick  Cheney,  read  John 
Nichols’  book,  Dick:  The  Man  Who  is 
President  (The  New  Press,  2004).  The  book 
contains  an  abundance  of  useful  and  clari¬ 
fying  information,  though  you  may  find  its 
tone  a  little  flippant. 

No  contemporary  political  education 
can  be  complete  without  acknowledging 
Machiavelli’s  foremost  disciple  of  this  elec¬ 
tion,  Karl  Rove.  Two  books  are  edifying: 
Bush  s  Brain  by  James  Moore  and  Wayne 
Slater  (Wiley,  2003)  and  Boy  Genius:  Karl 
Rove,  the  Brains  Behind  the  Remarkable
